The right of self determination for colonial peoples and small nations is 
employed by the Russian Laperial ist bloc and the Anglo-American Imperialist 
bloc to partition the world into a whole series of colonial and semi-colonial 
satellite states. Their native ruling classes 2id thie division of the esrth 

into sphorcs of exploitation under the guise of movements for netional independ- 
ence in order to preserve for themeclvee the right to exploit thoir own prole- 
' tariat within the frame work of imperiniist super= profits. The ruling classes 

of the coloninl, semi- colonial snd small nations pose as victims of imperialism 
to their ovn oppressed masses in ordcr to turn tho enti- capitalist sentiments 

of the exploited into nationnl patriotic chonnels only the more eurcly to swing 
their national unite into politicenl economic and military support of one Imperial. 
ist bloc against another in the bloody struggle that never ends for world domin- 
ation. The bourgeoisie of the em.ll nations, ond the colonial md scmi- colonial 
bourgeoisie compete with one nother for the f-vor of one or the other Imperial- 
ist power now by negotintion and then by war, behind which arc the rivrl imperial- 
ist powers ficing one another, mancuvering for position in preperetion for open 
Imperialist war. 


Zionism and the Jewish proletarirt 


Zionism is a nation] - patriotic movement led by the Jewish bourgeoisie to 
Gst.blish 2 Hebrew nitionszl st-te. This is the dominsnt ruling force in the 
Zionist movement. Swinging bohing it is om intriente network of currents, 
cultural, roformint nnd fiecist. The "labor" bloc of Zionism is dominatod by 
Socinl Democracy, Staliniem and »% cprinkling of Trotckyism. The ruling bloe is 
doninsted by bourgesis democracy and fascism in which, again Stalinism is inclu- 
ded. ee ea es ; : Rat 


‘The political history of Zionism ie n history of sllisnce with, and support 
of Anglo- American Imperinliem. In World Wor I and Werld Il. they-were recruit-. 
ing agents for the armics of U.S. and Britain. In return they got the Balfour 
declaration promising a Jevish State aftcr World war I. While. functioning as oo fs! 
agents of British Imperialism amongst the Jewish masece they wore not permitted 
to establish the Jewish State:thet British Imperielicm promised on paper. That <2 
would have alienated the Arab national bourgeoisie competing for British support. 
Zionism roccived crums of bread from the British table, were allowed a trickling 
of immigration for its labor force 2nd the formation of a Jewish brigade in the 
British armed forces. .The British Labor Ferty, the ruling imperialist party of 
Britain prior to its latest election victory agein promised Zionism a Jewish . 
State. Again Zionism'was kept d-ngling on a etring without its derends being 
met. 


The dcclining British Eapire, unable to carry out its imperialist conmit- 
nents is bDowing to U.S. domination in the middle east and withdrawing'its nili- 
tary: csteblishments in ralestine. British Inperialism, too weak to stabilize 
its oppressive rule in the middle east, requested U.S. to take over her mandate 
in Falestino, while fortifying her political, economic and military positions in 
the surrounding hiddle Easter states, The U.S, wishing to appear as the free- 
dom loving big brother used the clonk of -the United Nations to maneuver partition 
of Palestine which she never intended to carry: out anyway, judging by the Ameri- 
can state departments moves to reconsider the question in the United Nations, 
This, of course is due to the desirc not to alienetc the .rab nationsl bourgcoisic, 
from whoa it has, through ite 911] monopolists leased veet o11 intercstr.

Zionisn, satellite of Imperial isa whichever power dominates, is t present 
in the orbit of Amoricen Imperialism, but with an ace in the hole. This ace in 
the hole isthe flirtation:with Daperiolist Russia, which uses the vacillation 
of the U.S. to: pose 2s the “rcal" friend 2f oppressed peoples and:has come cut 
flat~- footedly for pa tition.
